DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1, 4-12, and 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragrapli, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The independent claim now sets forth the two portions of the lid having the 
greater rigidity are not biased apart when the resilient deformable portion is not deformed. 
However, the specification at paragraph 0047 set forth that the "catch 1 1 is dimensioned such 
that, in this closed position, it provides a small force biasing the polypropylene sections apart". 
The claim limitation contradicts the specification and is not supported thereby. This is a new 
matter rejection. 

2. Claims 1, 4-12, and 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim limitations of "the two portions are not biased apart when the resiliently 
deformable portion is not deformed and wherein the two portions are biased apart when the 
resiliently deformable portion is deformed" contradicts the specification at paragraph 0047. 

It is unclear how the spaced apart sections are not biased apart when the lid is in 
secured, catch-in-place, locked position. The locked position is set forth as preventing 
disengagement of the lid from an associated container mouth. This also contradicts the 
limitations of claims 6-9. 
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3. The claims have not been rejected based upon prior art. However, in view of the 
rejections under 35 USC 112, 1st and 2nd paragraphs set forth above, the claims cannot be 
deemed allowable.
